DECISION 



This is in response to applicants' correspondence filed on 15 October 2008. 



BACKGROUND 



International application PCT/US2004/041070 was filed on 03 December 2004, claimed an 
earliest priority date of 03 December 2003, and designated the United States. The 30 month time period 
for payment of the basic national fee in the United States expired as of midnight on 03 June 2006. A 
basic national fee was paid in 10/576,506 on 18 April 2006. 

On 03 September 2008, a Notice of Acceptance (Form PCT/DO/EO/903) and a Filing Receipt 
were mailed to applicants; both documents referred to "PCT/US04/14070" rather than 
PCT/US2004/041070. 

DISCUSSION 

Counsel "respectfully requests that the priority application listed in the PAIR system for the 
above-identified application be corrected to read as follows: PCT/US04/14070 filed December 3, 2004." 
Counsel also "requests that a corrected filing receipt, reflecting the true and correct priority date of 
December 3, 2004 for PCT Application No. PCT/US04/41070, be issued by the Patent Office." 

Review of the record reveals that the Transmittal Letter, preliminary amendment, IDS and ADS 
filed on 18 April 2008 all identified this application as the national stage under 35 U.S.C. 371 of 
PCT/US2004/041070, rather than PCT/US04/14070 as indicated on the Notice of Acceptance and on the 
Filing Receipt. The bibliographic information pertaining to PCT/US2004/041070 matches that appearing 
on the papers filed on 18 April 2006. Therefore, both the Notice of Acceptance and the Filing Receipt 
mailed on 03 September 2008 were defective, and both are hereby VACATED .
